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COMMODORE GERRY HAS A UNIQUE
AND INTERESTING PERSONALITY.

He Has Many Fads and Is Partieolssly
Interested Ip Yaechting and the Eoclety
For the Prevention of Oruslty to Chil-
dren, of Which He Is Presldent.

Commodore Elbridga Thomas Gerry,
wwho baes recently figured in many heated
ocontreversies over the rightzand wrongs
of children, is n grandsomn of that El-
bridge Gerry who signed the Declarn-
tion of Independence, was governor of
Massachudetts and invented the jnstly
celeborn - der.”” He laid off
a congressionnl disériot so as to inclnde
in it all the strong Federnlist seotions,
and a3 it bore a lodicrous resemblance
to o salomanmder the wits of that dny
combined the words and gave us a title
culy too familinr in these days.

The family has always been hard
headed and strong of will, and Govsruor
Gerry's father was a traly obstinate
Epglishmwan who came over to Marble-
head as a merchant and was a noted
man there from the start.

He got rich, however, and the family
has been prowing richer ever since. The
present Gerry inherited millions and
married millions more, taking one of
the richest ludies of the fumous Living-
ston family. Im New York he is pupu-

larly wsted at $£20,000,000 and pays
over $100,000 taxes yearly on his real
estata.

His favorite diversion ig in bis famous
stenn yacht, which cost over §400,000,
and be got his title Ly being clected
commeodore of the New York Yoaht elub.
Ha i5 a devout Epizcopalian and a law-
¥ér, bot does mot werk at it mych and
devotes most of his activities to the So-
ciety For the Prevention of Creelty to
Children, of which he has been pras=i-
dent since 1878, He begun this wark as
tounse] for the Aid scciety in 1870 and
was ehief founder of the new soeiety in
1874,

He was born in New York oity on
Clristmns day, 1837, amd few anen of
‘his age are so vigorons. Since be tocok
chutge of it the soclety bas iaken over
381,060 ohildren out of the sloms cor
away from crucl parents and guardinus
snd furnished them with good homes,
bas prosccured about 1,000 men and
women for mistreating children and
convicted many. Little tots who could
ecarcely toddle on their emucisted legs
were taken from the streets, where their
worthiless parcuts bad driven them to
boeg, paddle or sell newspapers, and
thousauds of these are now henlthy,
bappy and well 0o do young men and
women, But be has bad gresat txouble
with hisagents, as every mun must who
undertakes any reform in the slums of
New York, Apgain and aguin he hus
found thut they were bribed or badly
influenced in cther ways, Then there
wonld be an explosion, a géneral recon-
strociion mnd o new stark

So far the ganeral public was with
him, but when be sought to preveus
children from appsaring on the stage
thers was a great difference of opinion.
Heo succeeded in securing the passage of
a law probibiting children from singing
or dunciog in publlic unless with the
approval of the society. This made him
a veritable cergor of the stage, and a
great fight there has been about it.

The wapderiul condensa-
tion of lesrning delighted scholars, and
the last two chapters, on the early years
of Christiamity, raised a storm of vitu-
peration sod alicited replies from many
eminent elergymen. Ths copies ware
bought almost a8 fast as they counld be
issued from the press. On the whole
work the publishers clesred £60,000,
while Gibbon reosived £0,000 as bis
royvalty. The last thres volumes sp-
penred mironltunecusly in 1758, on his
Aitty-first birthday.
